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Your Patio Is 7 Million Years Old 


Constructed nearly 200 years ago. Carmel Mission 
was 
the first structure to utilize carmelstone. 


WF YOU ARE a home owner, 


sooner or later your thoughts 


will turn to planning a patio, do- 
ing some remodeling or adding 
a few beautifying touches to your 
garden. 


Most home owners prefer to 


do these things themselves not 
only as a matter of economy but 
also for the pleasure derived in 
working on their own dwelling. 


If genuine flagstone is chosen 


as the building m a t e r i a l few 
amateur craftsmen know that 
they are working with a thor- 
oughly "aged" product that is 
an estimated 7 million years old. 


This vari-hued rock which adds 


an air of elegance to any struc- 
ture, no matter how employed, 
is called carmelstone and comes 
from the quarries of the Carmel 
Valley near Monterey, Califor- 
nia. 
It is truly nature's own 


building material as it is taken 
from the earth in its natural 
state ready to be used as a 
decorative media or as the prin- 
cipal structural substance. 
% In 


addition to its attractive quali- 
ties it wears extremely well. 


It was probably first used in 


this country in the construction 
of the Carmel Mission, one of 
the chain of California missions 
founded by Father Junipero Ser- 
ra. It still stands today, the 
yellowed stone even more ap-

pealingly mellow than when it 
was erected slab by slab by the 
inexperienced I n d i a n laborers 
nearly 200 years ago. 


THE STONE is found close to 


the s u r f a c e and is easily re- 
moved with hand tools. 
Rocks 


are sorted by size and stored in 
stockpiles on the quarry floor. 
Methods have changed very lit- 
tle since the days of the Span- 
ish dons. The rocks are carried 
by hand or in wheelbarrows with 
care being taken not to mar the 
surfaces. 
Some are f u r t h e r 


trimmed by chisel and hammer 
but most c a n n o t be improved 
upon and are left untouched un- 
til shipment. 


The use of the stone lends a 


luxurious appearance which is 
due largely to the blended col- 
oring ranging from buff or cream 
to brown. This coloring is the 
result of the oxidation of pyrite 
which formed hydrated ferric ox- 
ide and is spread through the 
rock by m e a n s of permeating 
ground-water solutions. 


The stone is sedimentary — 


that is, it is bedded and has been 
formed by the deposition of de- 
bris from older rocks and by the 
a c c u m u l a t i o n s of variable 
amounts of the more or less un- 
altered remains of plants and 
animals. 
Many marine fossils 


are unearthed as well as diatoms, 
the siliceous remains of tiny uni- 


cellular aquatic plants. It also 
c o n s i s t s of opaline shell frag- 
ments. The Carmel Valley was 
at one time a marine basin hold- 
ing the Monterey Sea. Mount 
Toro was in all probability an 
island and it is surmised that 
the mountain ranges of La Plan- 
za, G a b i 1 a n and Palo Escrito 
were also land areas. 


CAKMELSTONE is compara- 


tively light and can be shipped 
reasonably, which should facili- 
tate i t s increased commercial 
use. Some of the quarried rocks 
are enormous. A patio block is 
considered to have a cleavage 
surface of at least 100 square 
inches; a flagstone at least 300 
square inches. 


Although the demand for di- 


mensional stone and cut stone 
for structural purposes has de- 
clined in recent years, the use 
of stone as a decorative mate- 
rial and in patios and gardens 
has increased. 


In California, where out-of- 


door living is the accepted mode 
of life and where "a patio in ev- 
ery back yard" would make an 
appropriate s t a t e slogan, home 
beautifiers are fortunate in hav- 
ing so near at hand this orna- 
mental stone which readily adds 
charm and an atmosphere of per- 
manence to any residence, no 
matter what the architectural 
stvling.

The most widely used film is

widely used are known as pan- 
chromatic films. 
Each has a 


special type use. 
One of them

designed for use under difficult 
lighting conditions w h e r e fast 
shutter speed is necessary to 
stop fast action.

tions. Which is best for you to 
use depends entirely on what you 
want to do with it.

RECORD ALBUM 
The Bands Toot a Comeback 


LEAVE US CONSIDER bands, 


the oft-neglected p h a s e of to- 
day's popular m u s i c business. 
And, while the Comos and Pages 
and Fishers and Kitts get the 
headlines, the bands are slowly 
tooting their way back into pub- 
lic favor. This comes from the 
top tooter, Ray Anthony. 


Ray was standing all by him- 


self in Capitol's big recording 
studio, dubbing his trumpet notes 
on top of numbers his band re- 
corded earlier. He likes to work 
that way, so he doesn't have to 
worry about giving downbeats 
and other conducting chores. He 
can blow his brains out, carefree. 


B e t w e e n takes, he talked 


about bands. He's optimistic. 
Television has helped. Ray point- 
ed to three bands that have TV 
shows now — the Dorsey Broth- 
ers, Sauter-Finigan, and his own 
group, which is pinch-hitting for 
Perry Como. 


"Last summer," he said, "that 


wouldn't h a v e happened. But 
look at all the band records that 
have been hits this year — like 
my 'Dragnet' and big records by 
Ralph Flanagan and Buddy Mor- 
row. So now TV has discovered 
the bands." 


Good production, such as Lee 


Cooley gives Anthony, makes a 
band an exciting thing to watch 
on television. Cooley's been do- 
ing some unusual things, like ex- 
treme close-ups on fingers of the 
musicians and surrealistic shots, 
and the results are good tele- 
vision. 


Measured a g a i n s t the band 


heyday (the late '30s, early '40s) 
today's bands are every bit as 
good, except in one department. 
Band vocalists aren't up to the 
caliber of the singers 15 years 
ago — at least, they don't have 
the fame and following. An- 


thony has a theory about that. 


"A young singer today," he 


says, "can get one TV spot a 
week and make out. Or a rec- 
ord contract. Why should he go 
on the road with a band? He'll 
take the short cut, naturally. I 
wouldn't advise my own brother 
to sing with a band."

Ocean Ave. apartment house. 


Mrs. Hill's tastes run largely

SAYS A NOTED CAJTECH 
SCIENTIST: 


A-Borabs Are

ATOMIC radiation f r o m ex- 


ploded A-bombs is at work 


changing the human species all 
over the earth, and probably for 
the worse, according to a distin- 
guished American scientist. 


He says there is no stopping 


this, that the change was going 
on slowly before the advent of 
the atomic age because of the 
e f f e c t s of the earth's natural 
radiation, and that the bombs al- 
ready set off have simply made 
it worse. He adds that any more 
bombs will increase the undesir- 
able changes. 


These views were given by 


Dr. A. H. Sturtevant. zoologist, 
before a meeting of the Pacific 
Division of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science. Dr. Sturtevant, a spe- 
cialist in genetics at the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology at 
Pasadena, spoke as the retiring 
president of the Association. He 
is at home. 


"There is no possible escape 


is widely known abroad as well 
f r o m the conclusion t h a t the 
bombs already exploded will ulti- 
mately result in the production 
of numerous defective individu- 
als, if the human species survives 
for many generations," Dr. Stur- 
tevant said. 


WHETHER the ultimate re- 


sult will be good or bad is be- 
side the point, the scientist add- 
ed. It may be. he said, that the 
gains to be derived from the 
bombs will outweigh the genetic

damage that is bound to result. 


The hard fact is, he argued, 


that human beings of the future 
are going to be genetically dif- 
ferent in some ways from those 
of the present, and that the ex- 
tent of the difference will de- 
pend upon how many b o m b s 
drop. 


The Caltech scientist cited the 


work of many investigators to 
support his point. He said this 
research indicated that: 


High energy radiation hitting 


the germ cells of living organ- 
isms causes genetic c h a n g e s j 
which are passed on to offspring. 


The frequency of these changes 


is proportional to the amount of 
radiation present; that even the 
tiniest a m o u n t of background 
will cause some changes. 


DK. STUKTEVANT said color 


blindness, n i g h t blindness and 
sensitivity to certain tastes or 
variations, chargeable to heredity 
require the affected individuals 
to live in worlds slightly differ- 
ent from that of their unaffected 
neighbors. 


These defects are trivial, but 


there are some which are not. 
Dr. Sturtevant cited some dis- 
eases with hereditary f a c t o r s 
which affect the mind. 
One of 


these is Huntington's chorea, an 
ailment with symptoms like St. 
Vitus' Dance. One of its effects 
is a form of dementia. 


Another is a hereditary dis- 


ease affecting metabolism. 
It is 


called phenylketonuria. It pro- 
duces a condition called "scanty 
mind." 


W i t h the earth's radiation 


background causing more gene- 
tic changes, still other diseases 
attributable to heredity probably 
will be f o u n d , Dr. Sturtevant 
said. And if they a f f e c t the 
mentality or o t h e r important 
functions they will increasingly 
mark future generations 
with

your most interesting garden ad- 
ventures. 
Generally spea k i n g , 


there i? a relative scarcity of 
blue tones in flowers. 
Yet it Im- 


possible to have a complete blue 
garden — from low-growing bed- 
ding plants to tall, a s p i r i n g 
vines. 


You can enjoy blue flowers by 


the yard if you plant Heavenly 
Blue morning glory. This is one 
of the most free flowering of all 
vines, producing a profusion of 
blooms that practically cover (lie 
entire plant. 
Heavenly Blue is 


no exception to the rule that all 
morning glories thrive in the 
heat and want a sunny spot. For 
covering fences, lath houses and 
comparable structures Heavenly 
Blue morning glory is a natural.

visable. 


THERE ARE S O M E lovely 


blue shades in the verbena fam- 
ily and these plants thrive in 
this area during the summer 
months. 
Verbenas grow quickly 


and while classed frequently as 
a perennial they are grown as 
an annual. They want a sunny 
spot. 
From time to time the 


plants should be pruned back as 
they tend to grow in a scraggly 
m a n n e r. 
Verbenas m a k e a 


splendid ground cover. 


For late s u m m e r and fall 


flowering asters may prove one 
of your best blue-toned varieties. 
Asters are annuals, which means 
they complete their entire life 
cycle in one growing season. In 
other words, they flower fairly 
rapidly. Be sure you obtain the 
wilt-resistant varieties, and it is 
also advisable not to plant asters 
on the same ground for two or 
more successive years. Be care- 
ful about watering these plants 
as overwatering frequently leads 
10 fusarium wilt. 
Blue asters 


are splendid in the garden and 
will also be found decorative for 
indoor bouquets. 


One of the most popular edg- 


ing plants throughout Southern 
California is the lobelia, a most 
aggressive performer. 
Several 


interesting blue-toned varieties 
of lobelia are available as fol- 
lows: Crystal Palace, dark blue 
flowers and dark foliage; Cam- 
bridge blue, large light blue flow- 
ers with green foliage; Mrs. Cli- 
bran. deep blue flowers set off 
with a white eye; hybrida pen- 
dula sapphire, deep blue flowers 
with light eye, dark foliage and 
a trailing type.

growing, annual p l a n t s . 
Blue 


Perfection is perhaps the best 
known, the amethyst blue flow- 
ers practically covering the nine- 
inch-tall plants; Midget Blue is 
a real dwarf, r a r e l y growing 
taller than three inches. 
This 


is an easy-to-grow bedding va- 
riety, requiring practically no 
care. 


Larkspur is often termed the 


annual d e l p h i n i u m and the 
flowers'and plants do bear a 
strong r e s e m b l a n c e to each 
other. 
However, larkspur rare- 


ly ever grows taller than from 
three to four feet while delphin- 
ium under ideal conditions will 
be several feet taller. The best 
blue larkspur is a variety known 
as Blue Spire, being a deep Ox- 
ford blue.

picture-taker that you see every- 
thing only through the lens of a 


camera. Take shots with you or 
your friends in them, but for 
straight views, buy picture post- 
cards if you can, 


5. Always wear the most com- 


fortable clothes you have. 


G. When you enter a strange 


city, first of all take a general 
guided tour. This gives you some 
idea of the overall pattern of the 
city. Then the next day, you can 
go back and see in detail the 
sights that interest you most. 


7. Wander up and down streets 


by yourself, exploring out-of-the- 
way shops and districts. Take a 
tourist map of the city with you, 
for instance, the tourist map oE 
Paris issued free by the French 
Government Tourist Office. 


8. And finally, wherever you 


are, enter wholeheartedly 
into 


the spirit of what you are doing. 
If you keep an open mind, you 
will have all kinds of interesting 
and rewarding experiences, and 
your vacation will be a memor- 
able one indeed.

Saturday night removed a refu- 
KMSsceklnfr stowaway from the 
Jaroslaw Dabrowskl. the Polish 
freighter on which the American 
scientist, Joseph Cort, embarked

The controversy over the stow- 


away delayed for a full day the 
departure of Cort and his wife 
from the Thames for Red Czech- 
oslovakia. But after the stow- 
away, a 21-year-old Pole 
Anton! Kllmowicz, was brought 
ashore, customs officials 
an- 


nounced that the Jaroslaw Da- 
browski was free to sail. 


The home office said the ship 
was tearchtd and Kllmowicz 
was brought ashore when the 
Khlp captain "refused to co-op- 
erate." 
Police also brought a second 
man ashore, but port officials 


said he apparently was a repre- 
sentative of the captain. 


The cold war drama on the 
.homes was touched off when 
London dockers, unloading the 
Jaroslaw Dabrowskl, came upon 
the haggard figure of Kllmowicz 
half-buried under a pile of wood 
shavings in the hold. 


Kllmowicz, his voice hardly 


above a whisper, begged the dock 
workers to '.'fetch the English 
police." He presumably had been 
without food or water for several 
days. 
"He was too weak to stand,' 
a docker said. "The first thing 
he did was to plead for water.

And- the purchasing power In this United 
Neighbors area—Long Beach, Lakewood, Signal Hill 
and Dominguez—is one of the highest in the country..

In times past, despite the favorable financial situa- 


tion in the area, our community has fallen short of what 
fairly could be expected of it Last year, .for Instance, 
per capita giving was $1.88 as compared with a national 
average of §2:96.' 


No doubt one reason is that the tremendous growth 


of the1 community, has made it difficult for the fund 
campaign workers to see and talk with a sufficient num- . 
be'r of potential contributors. The answer to that weak- 
ness is to enlist a larger number of workers hi the cause.

We still receive a few strag- 


gling letters In every mail 
complaining of "slanted.news 
reporting" In connection with 
the late Army-McCarthy hear- 
ings.

It had been patiently explained 
to these readers that afternoon 
newspapers went to press each , 
day before they day's hearing 
was concluded; that few morn- 
ing newspapers had the space 
to carry the full proceedings. 


The Army-McCarthy show 


was good theater. One could 
sit comfortably nt home, and

keeping with 
Individual 


prejudices, hiss the vlllian or 
cheer your hero. 
The newspapers' Job was to 


present'a factful digest of the 
proceedings. By and large, they 
succeeded In pleasing no one. 
There Is little drama In type. 


The Associated Press, and 


other press associations, serve 
newspapers that are Republi- 
can, Democratic, Independent, 
pro-McCarthy 
and. anti-Mc- 


Carthy. 
It Is their reiponilblllty to 


present the news fairly and ac- 
curately. But rnch of the press 
niuoclatlon*, Illie the nenrsps- 
prn. hail been ieverely crltl- 
rlzrd by both sides for the 
"slanting" of Ihelr news re- 
ports. 


Trur, the newspapers and 


the wire services made a few 
hobbles. Carelessly worded 
headlines and undue emphasis 
tm trivialities were certainly 
open to criticism.

than the editocs who, working 
under great pressure, pro- 
cessed the stories. A good 
many soul searching 
news- 


paper clinics have been held on 
the McCarthy story since the 
hearings ended.

Ihe type of complaint which 
siys: "Having seen practically 
all of the McCarthy hearings 
and then reading your slanted 
news reports has thoroughly

This could happen, and his-

There are those who say 


President Rhee's speech is un- 
fortunately worded, as it may 
give the Communist propagan- 
da- a chance to cry "war- 
monger." But that's precisely 
what the sturdy Korean execu- 
tive wants to overcome—the 
tendency in America to consult 
the enemy about what to do 
about the enemy. His words 
were forthright and deliberate- 
ly chosen because he thinks 
America Is not 
sufficiently 
alert to. the danger that faces 
the whole world in the explo- 
sive situation of Asia today. 


URGES ALLIANCE 
Dr. Rhec wants the American 
Air Force and Navy to help but 
says no American foot soldiers 
will be necessary, as these will 
be furnished by Asian coun- 
tries. It is significant that thn 
Korean president does not tall: 
any more about - "going it 
alone" but urges an allied op- 
eration, which he has a right to 
do in the debate of the free 
world. 


He thinks the troops of Chi- 
ang Kai-shek on Formosa—he 
estimates them at 630,000— 
would be useful In arousing the 
Chinese people when an attack 
Is made and that most of the 
so-called Communist army will 
not remain loyal1 but will re- 
volt at the first opportunity. 
He emphasizes, for example, 
that out of the soldiers ot the 
Communist army captured in 


Korea only 220 chose to go • 
back to Red China..while 14.- 
359 chose to Join the National- 
ists on Formosa. •

Does this add up to "pre- 


ventive war"? Not at Dr. 
Rheo tees It. For he talks 
with the logic ot m soldier. 
His country is at war al- 
ready. Millions of bis coun- 
trymen—Innocent men, wom- 
en, and children—have been 
killed and what he describes 
aa an "unwise armistice" Is 
being violated every day by 
the warlike moves ot the 
other aide. So to him It teems 
plain thrt to resist encroach- 
ment Is not wrong and that, 
rather, the free world I* 
wishfully disregarding the 
facts of Far Eastern life to-, 


day. 
Ho wanta the TJnlted 


States and Ita'allles to' show 
firmness and to be prepared 
to fight If necessary. With a 
grbn s*i»plclun that many nt 
his audience might not agree 
With him. Dr. Rhee added: 
"I am aware that this Is 
hard doctrine."But the Commu- 
nists have made this a hard 
world, a horrible world, in 
which to be soft Is to become a 
slave." 


There was no applause but a 


solemn silence as he touched 
on some delicate points. The 
Congress, 
however, cheered 


lustily at the outset and fre- 
quently during the course ot 
.the address, and at its con- 
clusion gave the brave man 
from Korea a personal ovation 
seldom equalled In the cham- 
ber of the House. For In their 
hearts many members felt that, 
while Syngman Rhee's advice 
could not for reasons of expe- 
diency be adopted at this time, 
maybe history might prove him 
right in «hls forewarning of 
what happens when an unpal- 
atable truth is ignored.

It was obvious he 
was all set to wade into Stas- 
jen. but first he wanted tin 
audience. 


LISIELIGHT-SEEKER 


'"I understand that the rule 


of the commute*! is that if any 
senator wants to have a meet- 
ing thrown open ,lt will be 
made an open meeting," Mc- 
Carthy declared, licking his 
chops. "I think this meeting 
Is of such vast importance 
that it should be open. How- 


ever, I will not press that 1C 
the chair disagrees with me." 
. The purpose of the meeting 
was to discus/< our top-secret 
strategic requirements, a mat- 
te'r of considerable Interest to 
the Russians, so Chairman 
Dirksen replied: "The chair 
would have to disagree."

Stassen pointed out that

in It," growled McCarthy. 


Yet the FBI Itself fired Stir-

I would like to have the gov- 
ernor sworn, because I would 
like to have this testimony 
under oath.*" 


The foreign aid boss prompt- 
ly took the. oath, then Mc- 
Carthy went after him again: 
"Governor, is it your testi- 
mony that we allow certain 
types of tractors to be (hipped 
from this country to- Soviet- 
bloc nations?" 


That is not my testimony," 


backfired Stassen.

Carthy.

"I am not trying to trick 
you-at all . . ." purred Me 
Carthy sweetly. T don't want 
to trap you into any misstate- 
ment of fact." 
"May I assure you, you will 
not trap me. Senator," prom- 
ised Stassen. 


McCarthy, who had planned 


to make political mincemeat of 
the.man he had supported for 
president in 'IMS, gave up. 


THERE'S an ironical twist to 
the latest move in the legal 


effort to prevent Long Beach 
from spending tidelands oil 
money on upland projects.-It 
seeks, to use 
agninst Long 
Beach a law 
which Long 
Beach itself 
sponsored. 


The act'in- 
volved, identl- 
fied as AB 
3400 when it 
passed the 
legislature in 
1951. frees 
one-half the 
city's tide- 
lands oil money from the re- 
strictions provided In the orig- 
inal tidelands grant to the city 
and in subsequent amendments 
to the grant. • 


That means, briefly, that it 


frees SO per cent of the money 
for any type of public improve- 
ment anywhere in the city. 
Such, at any rate, was the In- 
tention of its sponsors, and the 
obvious intention of the'Leg- 
islators who adopted It in 
1951. 


(Under the old rule, the 


money could be spent only for 
certain purposes and only in 
the tidelands area.) 


AB 1400 was first attacked 


legally through a taxpayer's 
•ulf brought by Felix Hallon. 
That suit in effect questioned 
the constitutionality of the act. 
The city fought the suit In Su- 
perior Court and won there. 
The'case was appealed, and Is. 
now pending, before the Su- 
preme Court. 


The latest move was made 


by a group of Northern Call-' 
fornla lawyers in behalf of 
unidentified clients. They got 
permission to file a brief amid 
curiae (friends of the court) 
but their position on the 1951 
act Is somewhat different from 
that ot the original plaintiff. 


They contend that the Leg- 


islature in-its 1931 action took 
the money away from the city 
and gave It to the state..They 
don't challenge the act, hut 
give it a different Interpreta- 
tion. If their position should 
prevail—and city officials be- 
lieve It can't—Long Beach 
could lose half or even all of 
its tidelands wealth. 


The main question raised 


here Is whether thn tidelands 
and the tidelands oil revenues 
. belong to Long lleach. If they, 


do, then the money freed by 
the Leglilatnre from tha old 
grant restrictions may be spent 


• by -Long Beacli for ipuhllc 


projects anywhere In the city. 


Briefs prepared by city offi- 


cials in the pending case make 
a strong showing on this point. 
These include the brief .pre- 
pared In the Mallon suit under 
direction of former City Atty. 
Irving M. Smith, and that pre- 
pared under direction of City 
Atty. Walhfrcd Jacobson and 
to be filed Monday in answer 
to the amlci curiae brief. The' 
city's briefs cite many refer- 
ences to court decisions, feme 
bearing directly on the-Long 
Beach situation, to show that 
the state granted the tidelands 
In fee simple to Long Beach In • 
1911. And the.city further con- 
tends, with-ample legal refer- 
ences, that the- Legislature 
could legally modify conditions 
and restrictions of the grant as 
It did in 1951. 


Anyone familiar with the 


background ot the 1951 aqt 


' knows that.the intention of the 


Legislature was to free the 
• money for Long Beach use. The 
movement for the legislation 
originated here, the net was 
sponsored by the Long Beach' 
delegation in the Legislature, 
nnd local city officials and oth- 
ors worked for It at Sacra- 
mento.

Who Can Be Trusted 
With Our 


WASHINGTON—"Q" clear- 
ance, name check, full 


field Investigation., evaluation, 
top secret,' security risk, con- 
fidential: all'government 
names for deciding who can 
stay in a government job or 
be trusted with secrets. 


There was national shock 


when Atomic Scientist Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenheimcr lost his 
-Q" clearance, although .the 
Atomic,- Energy • Commission 
didn't use that phrase when it • 
parted company with him. 


It Just said h« was a secur- 
ity risk, that he couldn't be 
trusted any more with secrets 
he had been handling * dozen 
years. "Q" clearance is the 
ABC's way ot saying man has 
been found trustworthy with 
ABC secrets. 


In Oppenhclmer's case It had 
been found ho had a long and 
c o n t i n u e d association with 
Communists. 
Another man 


could be dropped as a security 
risk even though he didn't deal 
in secrets at all but drank too 
much. 
DEGRETS OF SECRECY 


And there is a difference in 
the degree of secrets. One 
kind, of the most vital na- 
ture. Is labeled top secret A 
less Important one is "secret." 
And a still less Important one 
Is "confidential." 
For example, a "confiden- 
tial" document might bo an 
' FBI report of Its Investigation 
nt a man against whom noth- 
ing wrong was found. But If 
the report got into Communist 
hands it might disclose "in- 
vestigative techniques" t>f the 
FBL 
. Officials In any agency deal- 
ing-with matters involving na- 
tional security decide who can 
be allowed to see '.'top secret" 
documents, who. should see 
only "secret material," and 
who needs to know only "con- • 
fldentlal" matters. 
' 
That "need* to know" po»I- 


tion U at the heart of secur- 
ity In agencies dealing with In- 
formation vitally affecting the 
national welfare. For exam- 
ple, a public relation! man In 
• the ABO would have to be 
cleared to know gome Informa- 
tion. 


But there mi.Tht be no rea- 


son why he shr.uljj be let in 
on a decision to make bigger 
or smaller hydrogen bombs. 
He'd be allowed to handle only 


information that He needed to 
know to do hli Job. . 
.< 


Before a government em- 


ploye gets Into a-position of 
handling any secrets at all— 
or no secrets—he'* supposed to 
be investigated. The govern- 
ment doesn't check on all Its ' 
employes In the same way. . 
For example, this would be 
routine for a man In a Job In ' 
an agency which doesn't deal 
In national secrets, like the . 
Labor Department: 
. 
Jones wants a clerical Job 


with the Labor Department. 
He fills out an application on 
which he lists for some previ- 
ous years the Jobs he held and • 
the places he lived. In addition, 
he answers questions about 
subversive organizations 
to 


which he belongs, if any. 
In a case like that—a man 


looking for a non-sensitive Job 
(no secrets involved) in a non- 
sensitive agency—the Civil 
Service Commission's own in- 
vestigators make a check. 


They check with his previ- 


ous bone*, perhapa with-his 
old landlords and neighbors. 
They nut a, "name check" with 
the FBL That Is, they find 
out whether the FBI has any 
record on him or Information 
against him. The sarna check" 
U made with thn. Army said 
Navy and House Un-American 
Activities Committee which 
keeps an extensive file on tab- 
verales, either real or reported. 


If Jones then is not found 
to be an habitual drunk, or. 
homosexual, or criminal, and 
if he has no suspicious history 
of connections with Commu- 
nists, he can get the Job. 


But if doubtful information 
is turned up against him, then 
the FBI can be called in to .. 
make a full field investigation, 
which means an Investigation 
since the day he was born. 


In the AEC, where all Jobs 


are considered "sensitive," al- 
though some are more sensl- 
' live than others, a rnore thor- 
ough check than the routine 
civil service investigation is 
supposed to be made. 


When all the Investigations 


are finished one thing remains: 
Since some derogatory In- 


formation Is bound to torn up 
against anyone thoroughly In- 
vestigated—either factual or 
spiteful Information.—agency 
officials have to evaluate It to 
determine Where a. man can 
see secrets or not.

We were still mar- 
ried only a short time then, and Gil had 
promised to bring something back from 
his trip. He forgot and I was disappointed. 
'I hat's \\hen the quarrel began. 


• ' It was u pretty one-sided quarrel. I did 
all the complaining, and Gil just remained 
quiet, keeping everything bottled up in- 
side him. 


Finally, as he went to leave for the ball 


park, he kissed me goodbye and said he'd 
sec me after the game that night. 


I answered angrily: 
"You've been away so long, one more 


night won't make any difference." 


Later I was sorry-hut some things arc 


dillicult to unsay. 


Nevertheless, I went to Ehbcls Field to 


watch the game that night. The Dodgers 
Merc having u homecoming and I had al- 
icudy made arrangements to go with some 
friends.

By the time Gil came to bat in the 


..seventh inriing,' I could hear 32,000 people 
;.-; -a full ball park-roaring in my ears. It 
. was a _tcnse moment. .Everyone there 
>i'-khcw. that Gil had a chance to set a Na- 


tional League record and tic Lou Gehrig's 
major-league mark of four home runs in 
a regulation-length ball game. 


Instead, he smashed a line drive at Bob 


Elliott, the Braves' third baseman, who 
knocked it down and held it to a single. 


We all thought it was .Gil's last chance. 


It wasn't, though. His hit was part of a 
big Dodger rally in that inning. So many- 
Brooklyn players came to bat that, in the 
eighth inning, Gil's turn came round 
again. 


By this time Johnny Antonelli was 


pitching for the Braves, and he didn't give 
Gil much to swing at; but it never made 
any difference. Gil caught hold of the third 
pilch and sent it deep into the upper left- 
field grandstand for one of the longest 
home runs he's ever hit.

FTER stvtN years of slow, painstaking labor, 


one of Ihc world's great works of art ha» 
been saved from destruction. 
• 


The work is Leonardo da Vinci's fresco, The 


Lint Supper. Painted on a refectory wall of Ihc 
Church of Santa Maria dcllc Grazie here, it has 
delightcd-and worried-art lovers for tour and 
a half centuries. Main reason: almost from the 
moment Leonardo completed it in 1498, its 
majestic beauty began, to disintegrate. 
. Colors faded. Paint flaked. At one point. 
French soldier* used the room as a barracks and 
damaged the painting. Dampness nibbled at it. 
Well-meaning restorers came along and made it 
worse. In World War II, U. S. bombers came so 
close to hitting the church that the wall and its 
fresco rocked from the concussion. 


Finally an Italian restoration expert. Prof. 


Mauro Pilliccioli, decided that something had 
lo be done-fast. From years of intensive study, 
he knew a great deal about Renaissance painting 
techniques. He felt he could bring back at least 
spmc of The Lint Supper's faded glory. In 1947 
he won permission to try. Thereafter his stooped, 
whitc-mancd figure became a familiar sight in 
Ihc church as, using only turpentine and small 
chisels, he went about his microscopic task of 
flaking and cleaning. 


Now he is done. The Government has ac- 


cepted his work with gratitude; experts have 
praised it. The dean of Renaissance critics, 
Bernard Bercnson, was deeply impressed. 


"I felt thai I was looking at what Leonardo 


had painted." he says, "deteriorated by Ihc cen- 
turies but no longer marked and deformed by 
incompetent hands."

of the Rockefeller Foundation, proposed to a 
gtoup of docloit llut they list 20 signs of good. 


health—"just at an extremely interesting and amusing 
experiment." 


"Well you know, each one of us, as fast as we 


could write," says Dr. Gregg, "could put down 20 
signs of disease. But why don'l we pay more attention 
' to signs of health? I believe there arc such." 


Then he tells a story about a Scottish professor who 


teaches in Edinburgh and has his own way of deter- 
mining whether he is healthy. Il seems that there is 
a stream between the professor's house and his lab- 
oratory, and a small^foqtbridgc over the stream. 


'"On the days when I dispense with the footbridge 


and take a ran and a jump over the stream, I know 
that I am healthy," says the professor. 


That, of course, is a whimsical little story, but il 


reflects a certain wisdom about what constitutes good 
health. I believe, with both Dr. Gregg and his pro- 
fessor, that there are "signs of health." I also agree 
that 'perhaps all of us, doctors and laymen, have 
given loo little thought to the questions, "How do 
you know whether you are healthy? What are the 
characteristics of a healthy person?" 


A healthy person is free from the symptoms of 


physical disorder: pain, bleeding, abnormal tempera- 
ture and so on. These symptoms are vital lo patient and 
doctor and they must not be minimized. However, they 
provide only part of the answer to our questions.

The important point to remember is that body, 


mind and spirit arc inseparable and interact upon one 
another at all limes. When they work harmoniously 
together, the individual is healthy. When body, mind 
or spirit fait to work harmoniously, the individual is 
not healthy. Your family doctor could give you ample 
proof of this fact out of his case records.

We know that a great many factors may be re- 


sponsible for pulling the marvelous balance of whole- 
tie^ out of kilter. We know loo that the human 
organism has wonderful recuperative and adaptive 
powers. Thus, even a person who suffers periods of 
intense pain may still be basically healthy, for the 
elements of his personality and outlook can compen- 
sate for his temporary lack of wholeness. 


In other words, the .man lying in a hospital bed 


with a broken leg can still be a healthy person. So it 
is with many handicapped people who, despite 
obvious limitations, have taken full advantage of 
modern medical science to achieve a truly admirable 
degree of wholeness of body, mind and spirit. 


In contrast, many people who say they have "never 


known a day's sickness" may be so filled with fears, 
suspicions and other emotional problems that they 
make life miserable for themselves and for othcrs- 
and so actually arc not healthy. 


Let me outline what I regard as fundamental signs 


of health. I divide them into two parts, physical and 
cmotional-but, as I said, the two categories interact 
on each other to produce wholeness. 


If you consider yourself a healthy person, I hope 


this list will reinforce your belief. If you do not. then 
it may reassure you. Finally, il may open your eyes 
to unexpected health flaws and so lead you to seek 
help from your doctor, minister or other family 
counselor. And then you may be able lo "dispense 
with your foothridgc"-and achieve Imc health. 
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fares' day with newspapers; the housewife makes an adventure of a'new salad. 


You're Healthy? 


1 Do you feel up lo par? 
' 
. 


Persistent diwromfort, pain or fatigue are indicators 
of physical or emotional illness or both. A simple- 
looking condition like repealed ankle swelling may 
come from tight shocs-but il also may mean kidney 
trouble or other serious illnesv Other danger signs 
include abnormal temperature or bleeding. Any of 
these signs demands a prompt visit lo your family 
physician. 


By the same token, absence of persistent dis- 


orders is a sign of health. 


2 Are you vigorous? 


The Scottish professor is right: the healthy man 
is vigorous; he works and plays with drive and 
enthusiasm. He doesn't push the limits of his en- 
durance, but he can expend a good deal of energy 
without discomfort. He has a reserve force to draw 
upon if necessary. 


3 Ate you able lo "bounce back"? 


All of us may go through periods of less than maxi- 
mum health. But the person who enjoys basic good 
health is able to bounce back after physical or 
emotional stress or upsets. 


A man I know who is about 72 was advised by 


his physician to get up and around very soon after 
a rather serious operation. He did so; a short time 
later, his doctor was letting him practice goll 
swings. His ability to "bounce back" showed just 


how healthy this "old gentleman" really was. 


4 Do you sitep well? 
. . . 
, . 
Sleep is a restorer. After a good night s sleep (the 
needed amount varies with each individual) you 
should be able to gel up refreshed, with zest and 
buoyancy for the new day. Repealed dependence 
on sleeping pills is a danger sign which should not 
be overlooked. 


5 Do you eat well? 


In children, gaining weight is most often a sign ol 
healthy growth. But that usually is not true for the 
adult of 30 or over. Overweight is a dangerous 
condition. But maintaining weight at a sound level 
with a wide variety of foods, without digestive dis- 
turbances or allergic reactions, is a sign of health. 
Moderation is the important point. Excessive use of 
food or drink is a sign of ill health. 


6 Are you interested In your health? 


A healthy person knows the facts of life about 
himself. He is interested enough in himself to seek 
help from his doctor, dentist or community-health 
agency in time to nip symptoms in the bud and 
treat illness early. He does not neglect correctable 
defects, such as poor hearing or vision. In a word, 
he lakes care of himself. 


However, he docs not become so discase-con- 


scious^hat he tries to diagnose himself or goes from 


drugstore to drugstore buying every "cure-all" 
medicine he sees on the shelf. 


7 Do you enjoy We? 
..... , 


Your ability to be happy, even a little frivolous, is 
an index of your health. The same holds true for 
the ability to relax and toss your cares away. The 
man who brings his office problems home and takes 
them to bed with him may also be endangering his 
emotional health. 


• 
The child who greets each day with a sense of. 


.wonder and delight; the worker who applies imagi- 
nation to a routine job; the housewife who makes 
an adventure of a household chore all have the 
priceless ability'to enjoy life. 


8 Do you believe in yourself? 


No doubt you've encountered the person who 
always says, "I do everything wrong," or "Every- 
thing happens to me." He is the perpetual "worry 
wart." This type of personality does not have n 
good sense of his own worth. He may or may not 
be suffering from serious emotional illness, but he 
certainly is not completely healthy. 


9 Are you aggressive? 


A certain amount of aggressiveness, based on self- 
respect, is necessary to full health. 1 don't mean the 
kind that is marked by intolerance or bullying, but 
rather that which enables a man to forge ahead in 
the face of unpleasantness. The docile, unaggressivc 
person is probably as unhealthy as the overwhelm- 
ingly domineering person. The healthy man recog- 
nizes the dangers and difficulties of modern life and 
copes with them. 


10 Are you ovfgoing? 


If your life is focused on yourself to the exclusion 
of everyone else, you arc nol enjoying maximum 
health. Withdrawal from family, fellow-workers 
and community is a sign of poor health. The out- 
going person gets right into the middle of things at 
home, at work, in his church, in his community. 
He accepts his civic, social and religious respon- 
sibilities. 


11 Are you.tolerant toward others? 


A person cannot enjoy wholeness of body, mind 
and spirit without appreciating hU family and 
friends, and respecting their needs and values. Such 
a person recognizes the personal worth of every 
other human being. He respects others for them- 
sclves-not as extensions of himself. Tolerance Is a 
quality of health; sustained anger and hostility are 
qualities of ill health. 


Il is natural to have momentary dislikes and 


animosities. However, the healthy person realizes 
that such emotions carried over a long period of 
time invariably take their toll. He leams to control 
them. 


12 Do you wont to learn? 


An inquiring mind is healthy at any age. And the 
desire to learn is ever present in the healthy mind. 
The healthy mind is always ready to accept new 
facts and truths and to reject error and superstition. 


Summing up. these arc fundamentals of health: 


physical well being; a firm idea of one's own needs 
and values; an ability to live life fully.wilhout un- 
founded fears and anxieties, in the world around us. 


If a person possesses these qualities, he can go 


through life confidently in the pattern of the Scot- 
tish professor. As he meets tlic inevitable stream 
of life's problems, he will "lake a run and a jump 
over" them.

The Duke of Edinburgh: Royal 'Revolutionary' 


A crusader for modernized industry, Britain's 'goodwill ambassador' may find ammunition on his current Canadian tour 


W 


HEN QutEN Elizabeth and the Duke 
of Edinburgh were on their 50,000- 
milc Empire tour, the royal party 


stopped one day in an Australian town. As 
the stilted formal ritual of shaking hands 
with the town leaders dragged on, the Duke 
strolled to the edge of the platform. 


Gesturing toward several hundred school 


children who were cheering (heir heads off, 
he asked u flustered schoolma'am. "Arc all 
this lot yours?" . 


The casual question-not meant to be an- 


swered, but simply to break the ice-brought 
just the proper amount of informality to the 
stiff proceedings. It was the type of offhand 
fillip at which the Duke excels, as Canadians 
undoubtedly will learn during his current 
three-week tour of the Dominion. 


Canada can also expect to sec a side of the 


Duke not so obvious on the Empire tour. For 
Philip alone can be quite different from the 
Prince Consort who is required by protocol 
to remain always a respectful half-pace be- 
hind the Queen. 
> 


On the tour (as ut any lime he and the 


Queen appear together), it was his part to 
round off the edges of (lie more angular 
functions, to try to get people behaving the 
way they do on ordinary days, when royalty 
is not around. 


As the Urilish put it, the Queen may nut 


"act like a film Mar"; she must be a bit aloof, 


MINER for a day, begrimed Duke heads for 
bathhouse after underground visit in Lanca- 
shire at part of his industrial "education." 


retaining the fmystique" of the Crown. But 
the Duke is permitted a bit of breeziness-a 
lew words to help the tongue-tied, a smile 
here and tlicrc-to smooth out the rough spots 
that invariably crop up. 


Being a man of recognized ability (and 


well aware of it), the Duke would be just a 
bit less than human if he didn't find this con- 
stant supporting role irksome at times. Hence1, 
when appearing alone, he is apt to assert his 
own personality, and quite strongly at that. 


His Canadian trip will cover a number of 


industrial and mining areas, particularly in 
the.Northwcst Territories. This is no acci- 
dent. Philip, who as a boy delighted in dis- 
mantling alarm clocks, has always been 
fascinated by industry and machinery. This 
interest has become the channel for^his pent- 
up energy. In fact, he has crusaded so vigor- 
ously for modernization of Urilish industry 
that he is spoken of as "the Duke who wants 
a revolution." 


The Duke not only wants a revolution; he 


woiks actively fur it, with what influence.he 
can wield. It is his notion that ilic old methods — 
which have caused Britain's economic ills 
should he scrapped and supplanted by up-to- 
dalc techniques based on advances in science 
and technology. 


He Admires Americans 


T 


VIIHIL'ARI; those who say his interest in 


industrial rcvitalization stems from his 
well-known fondness for Americans and 


the American way of doing things. That may 
be part of the reason, but it il obvious Philip 
has done some thinking on his own. 


Britain first became aware of it in his presi- 


dential address to Ihc British Association for 
the Advancement of Science three years ago. 
The speech was a thinly veiled rebuke to 
British industry for failing to modernize - 
along the lines of new techniques. 


After that speech, the Duke began a scries 


of visits to factories, mills, mines, power 
plants and research laboratories. He drew up 
the program himself, aided by the Govern- 
ment's Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research. Il covered every phase of Drit^ 
ish industry and taught him a good deal. 


Often Ihc visits were unannounced, so that 


he could see the industry without Ihc spit and 
polish of a royal visit. Plant managers found 
him a keen .student. Well versed in industrial 
procedure, he proved to be a very sharp 
questioner. 


As a member of the royal family, the Duke 


must be careful to make suggestions, not 
give commands. Sometimes a suggestion is 
just as effective. At this year's Motor Show, 
he commented, "Why is there always a han- 
dle or knob just opposite one's knee?" The 


motor industry .took the hint. Philip now 
drives a model-also available to the public— 
with all knobs out of range of his long legs. 


Occasionally he tries direct action. During 


an argument about Ihc use of helicopters in 
Central London, the Duke landed a heli- 
copter, at-Buckingham Palace. The debate 
ended-.quickly. Nor docs he shy from con- 
troversy. When a hydroelectric plant was 
built in the Scotch Highlands, nature-lovers 
complained scenery was being destroyed. The 
Duke, in his dedication speech, said they 
were being "as fastidious as Ihc fairy-talc 


princess who could feel a pea under 15 
mattresses." Special targets of his ire have 
been "no-men who sabotage every scheme 
suggested" for improvement and "the fifth 
column of waste, muddle and inefficiency." 


Il is hard to say how much success Philip 


has had. Some industry has begun to accept 
modern techniques: other segments still re- 
sist, no matter who suggests change. In spite 
of setbacks and apathy, the Duke goes on 
plotting his "revolution." His visit to Canada, 
now in Ihc midst of an industrial boom, may 
give him more ammunition.

IDAY. AS ON every summer Sunday, fleets 
if sailboats are racing out of one or 
another port along Long Island Sound. 


Among the craft in the blue waters oil this

cover). Known 
as "Blue Jays." they're 


manned, often enough, by crews of 9-year- 
olds just getting their sea Icgs-the newest 
crop of skippers now being trained at South- 
port's I'cquot Junior Yacht Club. 


Sincc-1923, when the Club was started, its 


training program has pioneered in the excit- 
ing job of teaching youngsters to be good 
sailors. This year it has close to 140 mem- 
bers. They range in age from 9-year-old 
"M-.V (Midgets) to IH-ycar-old "As" (the 
advanced group). At any age, beginners get 
thorough instruction along these lines: 


The fledgling skippers go into training 


when the season opens in mid-June. First 
they arc given a swimming lest; then follow 
two days of instruction on dry land. Senior 
Instructor Hrucc Small (who took up sailing 
25 years ago, when he was 4) teaches the 
tyros how to tell port from starboard, bow 
from stern, mainsail from spinnaker. "I ben he 
takes each youngster on a harbor "cruise" 
for an actual lesson in sailing. Next, the kids 
graduate to their first "lest racc"-and finally 
to the real thing.

T|F YOU AHE a home owner,

a few beautifying touches to your 
garden. 


Most home owners prefer to 


do these things themselves not 
only as -a matter of economy but 
'also for the pleasure derived in 
working on their own dwelling. 


If genuine flagstone Is chosen 


03 the building m a t e r i a l few 
amateur craftsmen know that 
they are working with a thor- 
oughly "aged" product thdt is 
an estimated 7 million years old. 


This vari-hued rock which adds 


on air of elegance to any struc- 
ture, no matter how employed, 
is called carmclstone and comes 
from the quarries of the Carmcl 
Valley near Monterey, Califor- 
nia. 
It is truly nature's own 


building material as It Is tnkcn 
from the earth in its natural 
state ready to be used as a 
decorative media or as the prin- 
cipal structural substance. 
In 


addition to its attractive quali- 
ties it wears extremely well. 


It was probably first used In 


this country In the construction 
of the Carmcl Mission, one of 
the chain of California missions 
founded by Father Junlpero Ser- 
ra. 
It still stands today, the

pcalingly mellow than when it 
was erected slab by slab by the 
inexperienced I n d i a n laborer* 
nearly 200 years ago. 


THE STONE Is found close to 


the s u r f a c e and is easily re- 
moved with hand tools. Ilocks 
are sorted by size and stored in 
stockpiles on the quarry floor. 
Methods have changed very lit- 
tle since the days of the Span- 
ish dons. The rocks arc carried 
by hand or in wheelbarrows with 
care being taken not to mar the 
surfaces. 
Some are f u r t h e r 


trimmed by chisel and hammer 
but most c a n n o t be Improved 
upon and are left untouched un- 
til shipment. 


The use of the stone lends n 


luxurious appearance which Is 
due largely to the blended col- 
oring ranging from buff or cream 
to brown. This coloring Is the 
result of the oxidation of pyrite 
which formed hydrated ferric ox- 
ide and Is spread through the 
rock by m e a n s of permeating 
ground-water solutions. 


The stone Is sedimentary — 


that is. It Is bedded and has been 
formed by the deposition of de- 
bris from older rocks and by the 
a c c u m u l a t i o n s of variable 
amounts of the more or less un- 
altered remains of plants and 
animals. 
Many marine fossils 


nrc unearthed as well as diatoms, 
the siliceous remains of tiny uni- 


cellular aquatic plants. It also 
c o n s i s t s of opaline shell frag- 
ments. The Carmcl Valley was 
at one time a marine basin hold- 
ing the Monterey Sea. 
Mount 


Toro was in all probability an 
island and it Is surmised that 
the mountain ranges of La Plan- 
za, G a b 11 n n and Palo Escrito 
were also land areas. 


CAKMKLSTONK Is compara- 


tively light and can be shipped 
reasonably, which should facili- 
tate its increased commercial 
use. Some of the quarried rocks 
arc enormous. A patio block is 
considered to have a cleavage 
surface of at least 100 square 
inches; a flagstone at least 300 
square inches. 


Although the demand for di- 


mensional stone and cut stone 
for structural purposes has de- 
clined In recent years, the use 
of stone as a decorative mate- 
rial and In patios and gardens 
has increased. 


In California, where out-of- 


door living Is the accepted mode 
of life and where "a patio In ev- 
ery back yard" would make an 
appropriate s t a t e slogan, home 
bcautificrs are fortunate In hav- 
ing so near at hand this orna- 
mental stone which readily adds 
charm and an atmosphere of per- 
manence to any residence, no 
matter what the architectural 
styling.

picture-taker that you sec cvcry- 


I thing only through the lens of a 


camera. Take shots with you or 
your friends in them, but for 
straight views, buy picture post- 
cants if you can. 


5. Always wear the most com- 


fortable clothes you have. 


G. When you enter a strange 


city, first of nil take a general 
guided tour. This gives you sonic 
idea of the overall pattern of the 
city. Then the next day. you can 
go back and sec in detail the 
sights that interest you most. 


7. Wander up and down streets 


by yourself, exploring out-of-the- 
way shops and districts. Take a 
tourist map of the city with you, 
for instance, the tourist map of 
Paris issued free by the French 
Government Tourist Office. 


8. And finally, wherever you 


are, enter wholeheartedly into 
the spirit of what you are doing. 
If you keep an open mind, you 
will have all kinds of interesting 
and rewarding experiences, and 
your vacation will l>c a memor- 
able one indeed.
